Who Have Fought Governor Hill Here- 
tofore. 


THe MURRAY HILL MUGWUMPS 


Were Fully as Sour Four Years 


Ago as Now, 


AND HILL CAN DO WITHOUT THEM, 


Just as He Did When They Were Knif- 
ing the Democratic State 
Ticket in 1888. 


WASHINGTON, February 8.—[Special.]—The 
fact ought to be universaliy known all over 
this country that the New York attack upon 
Governor Hill is nonew conception; that there 
js no novelty in it; that it is the movement of 
1888 over again, engineered by practically the 
same people, at the same place and for the 
same and no other purpose—the discomfiture 
and defeat of Governor Hill. 

These persons have called a meeting at 
Cooper Union on February 11, 1892, to protest 
against the regularly called democratic state 
convention and to “‘consider and decide upon 
the necessary measures to secure the best in- 
terests of the democratic party.”’ 

These same personus—to a}l intents and pur- 
poses—calied a meeting at Cooper Union on 
September 7, 1888, of those ‘‘opposed to the 
renomination of David B. Hill’’ for governor, 
“to protest against such nomination.” 

There appeared in the New York papers of 
that date the following advertisement, which 
is here reproduced, headlines and all: 

Tonight (Friday), September 7th. At the great 
hall, Cooper Union, mass meeting of the support- 
ers of Cleveland and Thurman to protest against 
the renomination of David B. Hill. Among the 
speakers will be Wheeler H. Peckham, Henry 
George, George D. Kernan and others. 

Call—The undersigned, citizens of New York, 
supporters of Cleveland and Thurman, request all 
citizens of New York, who are in favor of the 
election of the democratic national ticket, but 
who are opposed to the renomination of David B. 
Hill for governor oi the state of New York, to at- 
tend a public meeting to be held at Cooper Union, 
Friday evening, September 7th, to protest against 
such nomination. 

There were 176 names signed to this call, 
and at the bottom of the list were the words: 
‘“‘And several hundred others.”’ 

The first name was that of Everett P. 
Wheeler. Heitis who, at the Murray Hill 
hotel conference January 29th, spoke of the 
‘insolent and arrogant’’ course of the state 
committee, and the “high handed” attempt 
to force Governor Hill upon the party as a 
presidential candidate. Other signers to the 
1888 call, whose names are familiar to 
general readers, were John DeWitt Warner, 
now congressman; Wheeler H. Peckham, H. 
deForest Baldwin,fex-Mayor Franklin Edson, 
Henry George, ex-Governor D. H. Chamber- 
lain, St. Clair M. Kelway, Oswald Ottendorfer, 
Calvin Tomkins, Walter 8. Logan, Louis F. 
Post, Walter R. Lawrence, George Haven 
Putnam, Fordyce D. Barker, R. Kh. Bowker, 
Horace E. Deming, Charles Condert, Anson 
Phe!ps Stokes and Henry Marquand. 

The meeting was duly held, The New York 
Times, in its report of it, saying: ‘‘Had the 
great hall of the Cooper Union been twice its 
size, it would have been filled last night with 
democrats who are opposed to the renomina- 
tion of David B. Hillforthe governorship of 
New York. It was a meeting called by promi- 
nent democrats who have at heart only the 
welfare of the state.”’ 

Wheeler H. Peckham presided and there 
was the usual lot of vice presidents and secre- 
taries. J. DeWitt Warner read an address 
from which the following is an extract: 

David B. Hillis not a democrat. He has be- 
trayed his trust to his party and his trust to the 
people. We charge him with having set the con- 
stitution of this state at defiance and lost the 
democratic party the control of the national and 
state legislatures and the consequent loss of the 
Mills bill in the United States senate. We charge 
him with having entered into nefarious deals with 
republican partisans to rob the treasury of a great 
city. Wecharge him with having entered into 
deais with republican partisans to give them con- 
trol of the railway commission in exchange for 
an office in the state prisons for one of his per- 
sonal followers. Wecharge him with hypocrisy; 
that, while pretending to be strictly a democrat, 
he has nevertheless nominated to office more re- 
_publicans than were ever before nominated by a 
democratic governor, and we ask you to compare 
his record in this regard with that of Governors 
Tilden, Robinson and Cleveland. We charge him 
with having brought his party into disrepute by 
surrounding himself and his office with dishonest 
and disreputable men. His career falsifies his 
declaration: «1 am a democrat.”’ 

This ‘‘democratic”’ meeting hissed Governor 
Hill, cheered the address and then adopted it 
With great enthusiasm, and appointed a com- 
mittee to present it to the state convention. 
Speeches, denunciatory of the governor, were 
made by Wheeler H. Peckham, John D. Ker. 
nan, Henry George and Walter 8. Logan. 

Commenting editorially the next morning 
The NewYork Times said that the democratic 
leaders would tind food for sober reflection in 
that unprecedented meeting, and that these 
people opposed Governor Hil! because as hon- 
est men they could notand would not vote for 


‘him. On the next day (September 9th) The 


Times came again to the charge 
and said every Cleveland paper in the 
city, except one, was against Hill. On Sep- 
tember 10th it editorially denounced him asa 
Worthless delmagogue and trickster, and pre- 
dicted his defeat at the polis. It returned to 
the attack the next day 

The convention was held September 12th, 
each assembly district being represented by 
three delegates, or 384 inall. There was no 
candidate for governor but Hill. He was re- 
nominated by acclamation and his conduct of 
the gubernatorial office for nearly four years 
Was as unanimously approved. 

On September 13th The Times editorially 
said the independents and mugwumps would 
derive their greatest satisfaction from the 
election of Cleveland and their next greatest 
from the defeat of Hill. 

Now, if Messrs. Everett P. Wheeler, 
Wheeler H. Peckham, H. deForest Baldwin 
andthe rest of them ‘‘voted as they shot,” 


they gave Mr. Warner Miller, the republican, 


the benefit of their thoroughly enlightened 
and unbiased suffrage. As honest men, ac- 
cording to The Times, presumably the only 
honest men in the vicinage, they vould not 
and would not vote for David B. Hill, so 
turning republican pro hac vice, as it were, 
they scratched the governor’s name and 
plumped one apiece for the gentleman who 
fell outside the breastworks. They set 
out to’ hold a meeting, make a_ noise, 
get favorable mention in mugwump 
aud republican newspapers and beat Hill. 
They succeeded admirably, except in one par- 
ticular—they did not defeat Mr, Hill. 

In New York city, where they held their

meeting, Governor Hill had more than sixty- 
nine thousand majority, and in New York 
state he had 19,000 majority, which was over 
eight thousand more than he had in 1885. 
Lhese worthy citizens are as wise in 1892 as 
they were in 1888, and no wiser; as influential 
this year as four years azo, and no more 80; 
as competent to defeat Mr. Hill for president 
as they were for governor, but no more com- 
petent in the one case thanin the other. ., 
They are a set of sour, discontented, imprac- 
tical persons, who might just as weil be called 
republicans as democrats. They are as true 
to one party as the other, having no use for 
either unless they can control it. In 1885 they 
hurt Mr. Cleveland by their most zealous sup- 
port and aided Mr. Hill by their fiercest oppo- 
sition. All theories as to their influence must 
conform themselves to this very hard fact.

A SLANDERER RUN OUT, 


‘Citizens of Fort Valley Induce Him to 
Leave Town. 

Fort VAuury, Ga., February 8.—[Special.] 
A small sensation was unearthed here over the 
report that one C, S. Woodard, a railroad tele- 
graph operator, who was sent here a few days 
ago from Smithville, had remarked down there 
that he did not believe there was a virtuous 
woman in the whole south, for which the good 
people of that town made him leave without 
ceremony. 

The News in Fort Valley. 

Smithville parties sent information of Wood- 
ard’s remarks down here and a party of 
prominent citizens waited on Woodard im- 
mediately, and informed him that he must 
leave the town within twenty-four hours, or 
he would be harshly dealt with and the town 
would not protect him. Woodard took his 
command very philosophically. It did not 
seem to exert himin the least, and asa _ proof 
of his coolness he took a stroll over the town 
late in the afternoon. 

An Impudent Proceeding. 

He overtook two of our most prominent 
young ladies on one of the back streets, and 
asked them if they had any objections toa gen- 
tleman’s company. They told him no, but 
could notallow any stranger to accompany 
them. This did not baftie Woodard, and he 
continued at their side until the ladies found 
it necessary to enter a friend’s residence to 
evade him. When they had left him so ab- 
ruptly he did not seem to bein any hurry to 
get away from the gate, and rather lingered 
there, waiting for them to come out again, but 
as they did not return hesauntered off. 

The young ladies very sensibly kept the 
knowledge of this advance to themselves until 
this morning, but Woodard had taken advan- 
tage of his notification and had left on a night 
train, first informing Postmaster Keen where 
to forward his mail. Woodard told parties he 
was going back to Ohio and leave the hellish 
south. Citizens residing here from Ohio de- 


nounce Woodard as.a villain, and would not 


hesitate to handle him roughly if they could 
get their hands on him. 


PAYMENT FOR SLAVES, 


A Colored Man Running for Congress on 
a Strange Platform. 

RALEIGH, N. C., February 8.— (Special. ]— 
In today’s issue of his newspaper, The Gazette, 
published here, Editor John H. Williamson, 
colored, aunounces himself as a candidate for 
congress. He intimated last week that he 
would be a candidate. 

Williamson says his platform will be com- 
pensation for the ex-slayes as proposed by 
President Lincoln, who, at the time he made 
his famous proposition, admitted that they 
were the lawful property of those claiming’ to 
be their masters, and proposed to pay $300 
each for them, liberate them and stop the war. 

Williamson declares that letters from all 
parts of the country commend his views. He 
says a8 @ war measure the constitutional 
amendment prohibiting the compensation 
of the owners of slaves was well enough, but 
it is now time to wipe out the causes 
which divide the two sections of the 
union, ‘‘and in my opinion,” he _ writes, 
‘there is no more just solution of this great- 
est of all the negro problems than the payment 
of $300 for such slaves according to the census 
of 1860, with interest to date at 6 per cent. 
If we love the union, both north and sovth, as 
we often proclaim, pay this debt. If the divid- 
ing line between the north and the south is to 
be wiped out, pay forthe slaves. As a for- 
mer slave, I favor this and shall endeavor. to 
bring itabout. There will then be no bad 
blood between the races, and the negro will 
no longer be the bone of contention. Asa 
further mark of justice I propose that the 
money appropriated be equally divided be- 
tween the former master and slave, or their 
heirs at law.’’ 


A CASE FOR DAMAGES, 


The Charge of Agnacio Romerez Against 
United States Soldiers. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., February 8.—In a letter ad- 
dressed to General Stanley, Agnacio Romerez, of 
Camargo, but having a ranch in Texas, charges 
that Captain J. G. Bourke, in his recent expe- 
ditions on the 24th ultimo, visited his ranche,where 
his wife was made to open the house, after which 


all the household effects were gone through. 
Romerez says his wife, with her baby in her 
arms, complained to the soldiers, and was further 
terrified by Captain Bourke threatening to burn 
the house. Romerez claims that they were taken 
in custody and treated like prisoners, and place. 
ina guardhouse infested with vermin. He says 
he intends to bring his case before the state de- 
partment through the Mexican government. 


ELEVEN BODIES FOUND. 


Clearing Away the Debris of the Hotel 
Royal. 

NEw YORK, February 8.—The bodies of the peo- 
ple who lost their lives in the Hotel Royal con- 
tinue to be taken out of the ruins. Six in all were 
taken out today, making eleven so far, of whom 
only one has been positively identified, that of Mr. 
Levy, identified yesterday. From the present ap- 
pearances it will take three days to clear away the 
wreck and reach the conclusion how many lives 
were lost. 


An Important Case. 

DaLuas, Tex., February 8.—[Special.]—A 
case of very great importance to the commer- 
cial world was decided in the district court of 
Dallas county today. It has been held by the 
supreme court at one time,|that the effects of a 
non-resident in the hands of a custodian were 
not subject to garnishment. In this case the 
plaintiff and defendant were both non-residents 
but the jury found a verdict for the plaintiff 
and gave him the effects of the defendant which 
were held. by the custodian under garnish- 
ment. This definitely settles that question. 


For Poisoning His Wife. 

New York, February 8.—Carlyle W. Har- 
ris, the medical student who was convicted 
last Tuesday of murdering his young wife by 
morphine poisoning, was sentenced to death by 
Recorder Smyth in the court of general ses- 
sions this morning, after a motion for a new 
trial had been denied. Recorder Smyth in 
passing sentence said that no other verdict 
could have been rendered according to the ev- 
idence. Harris isto die within the week be- 
ginning March 2ist. His counsel gave notice 
of an appeal. 


A Fatal Squirrel Hunt. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., February 8.—[{Special.]—Mr. 
John Johnson, a prominent citizen, was accident- 
ally killed this afternoon while ont hunting squir- 
rels. The entire load entered his side. He stag- 
gered a step and fell into his companion’s arms. 
The blood was gushing from his mouth and nos- 


| trils. He gave two or three gasps and expired. 


THE BLAINE LETTER 


Excites Comment of a Varied Char- 
acter, 


SHERMAN HARDLY BELIEVES IN If, 


And Grows Angry When Pressed 
Too Close. 


SENATOR COLQUITT IN A RUNAWAY 


Which Came Near Being Dangerous—The 
Augusta Delegation Appears Before 
the Committee, 


WASHINGTON, February 8.—[Special.]—The 
Blaine letter has been the talk of Washington 
today. 

Some of Mr. Blaine’s friends are angry that 
he should have retired from the contest, They 
say he could have been nominated and elected 
without the shadowy of a doubt. 

There are a Ixtge number of republicéns 
here, as well as elsewhere, who are despisers 
of Mr. Harrison, and who would resort to 
almost anything to prevent his renomination. 
Now that Mr. Blaineis out, these men have 
already commenced work agitating the names 
of other prominent republicans, who entertain 
political aspirations. A great many of the 
anti-Harrison men will flock to the standard of 
Russell A. Alger, of Michigan, and will make 
a@ great effort tonominate him. Of course, 
Alger will open his barrel, and 
they believe with its aid there is at least a 
chance to defeat Harrison. However, the 
prevailing opinion is that Mr. Blaine’s with- 
drawal means Mr. Harrison’s renominati@n. 
Indeed, conservative men of both parties 
know this. 

Is Mr. Blaine Really Out? 

It can mean nothing else yet. There afe, 
of course, some who believe that Mr. Blaine is 
not sincere or honestin his letter. They say 
that his letter wil! not. prevent his friends 
from voting for him in the convention, nor will 
it prevent Mr. Blaine from accepting the nom- 
ination if tendered. Even such an astute pol- 
itician as Senator Sherman is not pfe- 
pared to say that he believes this 
letter puts Mr. Blaine out of it. 
When asked this evening what he thought 
of the letter, Senator Sherman replied 
promptly: 

‘T don’t know. It will take me two or 
three days to make up my mind just what it 
does mean.” 

When asked ifhe would be a candidate, 
Senator Sherman replied with almost a show 
of temper: 

‘No, sir, I am ff I don’t want it.” 

‘You would not discourage your friends if 
they should make an effort to bring about

‘‘Yes I would. I have been in three contests 
of the kind before, and I don’t want to try it 
again. Iam tired of being bought and sold.” 

The senator said nothing more, but it is eyi- 
dent his reference in the Jast sentence was to

The Augusta People in the Capital. 

The Augusta delegation appeared before the 
river and harbor committee this morning 
They asked for an appropriation of $75,000 for 
the Savannah river between Augusta and Sa- 
vannah, and $35,000 to improve the river 
above Augusta and make it navigable for pole 
boats. Theonly. thing needed between At- 
lanta and Savannah to make a five-foot chan- 
ne! all the year around, is the removal of the 
snags and several sand bars. Speeches were 
made by Hon. Patrick Walsh, Mayor J. H. 
Alexander, Colonel Edge Eve and Mr. Mar- 
tin, of Port Royal. The committee was im- 
pressed with the enormous amount of business 
done by the city of Augusta, and several mein- 
bers promised that the river should have the 
full amount asked for, something which is not 
often given. Thusifa river. and harbor bill 
passes this congress, a thing which some be- 
lieve to be doubtful, Augusta will get all the 
money recommended by the government en- 
gineet for the improvement of the Savannah 
river 

Senator Colquitt in Danger. 

Senator Colquitt had a narrow escape yes- 
terday afternoon. Indeed, it looked at one 
time as though he would be dashed to pieces. 
The senator ordered a coupe in which to come 
uptown yesterday afternoon. Senator Colquitt 
does not often ride in a coupe, but the streets 
were slippery with ice, and he thought that it 
would be safer to ride. As the cabman was 
driving up Pennsylvania avenue an under- 
taker’s wagon came dashing up the street. 

The horse was running away, and he dashed 
into the coupe containing Senator Colquitt, 
tore one of the front wheels off, threw the 
driver from his seat, and immediately the 
coupe horse dashed off at full tilt, turning the 
vehicle over. It being a _ closed vehicle, 
Senator Colquitt was in a very dangerous 
position, as the glass doors were shattered 
when the vehicle upset. The horse ran 
Several hundred yards, struck a tree and tore 
loose from the carriage. Immediately a 
crowd rushed up to find Senator Colquitt in 
the midstof a mass of debris. His face and 
clothing were splashed with fresh blood 
stains, and at first those who 
had rushed tothe rescue believed that he 
had been seriously injured. They _re- 
moved him from the remains of the coupe and 
carried him into anear by building, but the 
senatorin afew moments found himself all 
right. The glass from the broken doors had 
gashed his hand slightly. It bled profusely, 
however, and covered his clothing with blood. 
Strange to say, the cuton his hand was his 
only injury. He decided then that he preferred 
tojwalkgeven on the ice to riding in a coupe. 
The senator now says that walking is good 
enough for him even in Washington. 

The Day in the House, 

The house spent the day debating the pas- 
sage of a resolution of inquiry into the expendi- 
tures of the wor!d’s fair. The appropriations 
cominittee was instructed to make the investi- 
gations. 

Among the new bills‘Jintroduced into the 
house was one to allow the interstate commis- 
gion to give special rates to commercial 
travelers.

A MILLION-DOLLAR FIRE, 


Memphis the Scene of a Terrible Conflagra- 
tion Last Night—The Buildings Burned. 
MEMHHIS, Tenn., February 8.—Tonight the 

building occupied by the the Bruse, Bern Hat 

Company was discovered to be on fire. It com- 

municated to the Langstaff Hardware Company's 

store and from it to the Luerbman hotel, At this 
juncture a breeze aroseand change the course of 
the fire, and it began to sweep eastward. The fire- 
men were forced back at every point by the re- 
sistiess fury of the flames, and in a short time 
the “Ruby” saloon and the saloon of J.G. Mayer, 
— ning the building, were destroyed. 
stward and tothe south of where the blaze 

stsrted the fire went on. Soon Lemmon & Gale’s 
wholesale dry goods store was a mass of ruins. H. 
Wetter’s hardware store and William Jack’s china 
store were the next to be destroyed,and W . 
Wilerson’s wholesale drug store was next reached. 
It was thought this splendid structure, with its 
well-known fireproof walls, would prove a barrier 
to the flames, but the fire crept in upon the stock 
of inflammable drugs from the side and roar, and 
it was soon biazing fiercely. Again the wind 
veered to the west, and the fire started eastward 
to Second street. Jones, Huhn & Co,’s printing 
establishment was burned to ashes in a short 
time. 

The Lilly Carriage Company, on Second strect, 
next caught and the rear portion of their factory 
with part of stock was destroyed. The firemen on 
Second street meanwhile gained foothold and be- 
gan to keep the fire within the block. Wind died 
abont this time, which probably saved W.5. 
Bruce’s carriage factury and one or two smaller 
buildings, which alone were left in the block. 
The block destroyed is bounded by Main, Union, 
Second and Monroe streets, and is in the heart of 
the dry goods district of the city. The loss will 
reach $1,000,000. No lives were lust. 


HE WOULDN'T SHAKE HANDS, 


Governor Boyd Ignores the Outstretched 
Hand of Governor Thayer. 

LINCOLN, Neb., February 8.—Governor Boyd 
arrived here this afternoon and with a party 
of friends proceeded at 2 o'clock to the capitol, 
where a crowd of three or four hundred awaited 
then. When entry was made tothe executive 
apartments Governor Thayer advanced and 
extended his hand, remarking: 

“‘How do you do, governor?”’ 

Governor Boyd bowed, but ignored the out- 
stretched member. Governor Thayer flushed 
slightly, and asked if he could be of any as- 
sistance, and receiving a negative reply left 
the room. Governor Boyd heid an informal 
a in the executive parlers. Governor 
Boyd was asked if he intended to makea 
clean sweep ofthe republican officeholders. 
He intimated that such action was in con- 
templation, but he was in no particular harry. 
It is predicted, however, that before the end 
of the week all of Governor Boyd’s previous 
appointments will be invited to return. A 
number of Governor Thayer's appointees 
have tendered their resignations. 


PRESIDENT BEERS RESIGNS. 


He Will Get a Life Pension of 825,000 and 
the Company Will Elect a New President. 
NEw YORK, February 8.—At an adjourned meet- 

ing of the trustees of the New York Life Insur- 

ance Company this afternoon, Wiliam H. Beers 
tendered his resignation as president of the com- 
pany and it was unanimously accepted, to take 
effect Wednesday, the 10th instant. Mr. Beers, 
pursuant to tre arrangement made by which he 
gives up the presidency of the company, retires on 

a life pension of $25,000. 

The board of trustees passed a resolution that 
the board authorize an agreement to be made 
with Beers to secure his services during the re- 
inainder of his life in an advisory capacity upon 
half pay, namely, an annual salary of $37,500, in 
the form recommended by a special committee 
appvuinted at a special meeting of this board held 
on the 25th day of January, 1892, and presented to 
= board with the report of said committee, this 
day. 
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SHOCKED TO DEATH, 


The Successful Killing of Charles McIlwain 
by Electricity. 


SING SING, N. Y., February 8.—Charles McIlwain 
was shocked to deathin the prison here today, the 
first contact being made at 11:12 o’clock a. m. The 
duration of the contact was forty-five seconds. In 
afew seconds after the current was cut off by 
order of Dr. McDonald, froth issued from the 
mouth, and almost simultaneously there was a 
quick gurgling exhalation, and as quick recovery, 
like a person straugling from water going the 
wrong way. The current was at once reapplied, 
and continued forty-five seconds. When the doc- 
tors examined the wrist and jugular vein for 
shag ace there were none, and after examination 
»y all the doctors present, the subject was declared 
dead—which is to say, all consciousness was dead 
and all muscular refiexes had ceased.

Captain B. F. Couch Remains the Chief 
of Detectives, 


TQ THE TERROR OF THE WICKED, 


Who Have Long Since Learned to 
Dread His Mame.

A TELEGRAM 


A Meeting of the Commissioners Last 
Night—The Cunningham Matter 
Comes Up. 


The police commissioners held @ regular 


monthly meeting last night. 

All the members of the board were present. 

There was an unusual small amount of busi- 
ness before them. The case against Officer 
R. E. Canningham occupied the bulk of the 
commissioners’ time and attention. 

The charge against him was that of conduct 
unbecoming an officer. The specification was 
the striking of his son over the head with a 
stick, while the young man was under arrest 
and under the custody of officers. 

The case was carefully investigated. A 
number of witnesses were examined, 
no facts in the case being brought out further 
than those that were given at the trial in the 
recorder’s court on last Saturday. 

Mr. Thomas Leftwich represented the prose- 
cution. 

The commissioners considered the evidence 
and took the case under advisement. They 
decided to give it still further attention and 
postponed all action in the matter. 

During the progress of the case there was a 
brief but stormy colloquy. 

“That man there,” said Cunningham, when 
on the stand, as he pointed to Mr. Leftwich, 
“is at the bottom of itall. He has egged the 
matter on.” 

“T have told you once,” replied the lawyer, 
warmly, “that it is false, and I tell you again 
that you have lied.” 

Cunningham flushed and said slowly, ‘You 
would not dare to repeat that remark out- 
side.’”’ 

The two men were quickly checked by 
Chairman English, who rebuked them for the 
heated words. 

Couch Remains. 

The expected feature of the meeting was the 
Couch matter. It was not known whether his 
notice, given in January of his intention to 
sever his connection with the force on Febru- 
ary 23d, would be regarded as equivalent to a 
resignation or not, 

A great deal of interest was taken in the 
matter, anda large crowd was on hand to as- 
certain what would be done. It was known 
that should the chief of detectives resign one 
of the captains would succeed him. Therehas 
been much speculation as to who the lucky one 
would be, and what sergeant and patrolman 
would be promoted in consequence, 

Chief Connolly, however, read the follow- 
ing telegram, which he received yesterday 
morning from the ofticer from Denver: 

Will leave for home tonight. Shall not tender 
my resignation until March, if then. 

The telegram was generally construed as 
meaning that Captain. Couch would not re- 
sign atall. Nothing at all was done in. refer- 
ence to his January communication, and it 
appears that February 23d will see a different 
bailiff under Solicitor Thomas than Captain 
Couch. 

As it was his intention to resign in order to 
accept that position, there seems to be little 
doubt of his continuance at the head of the 
detective force.

The entire stock of rubber and store fixtures 
were sold vesterday morning at sheriff’s sale. 

Deputy Sheriff W. D. Green was the auctioneer. 
© There was a great deal of promiscuous bidding, 
but the stock was sold to Mr. W. P. Hill, repre- 
senting the New York Belting and Packing Com- 
pany. His bid was $6,300. 

This is regarded asa very small price for the 
stock, as it was at first estimated at $21,000. 

The store was closed about a month ago by the 
foreclos ure of three mortgages, 

These mortgages were held as follows: The 
Stoughton Rubber Company, $8,900; the New 
York Belting and Packing Company, $2,500; the 
American Bank and Trust Company, $2,500, 

Besides these mortgages there isa large amount 
of unsecured indebtedness. The creditors repre- 
senting this indebtedness sought to have a re- 
a appointed, but their application was re- 
fused.

Will Be Felt Over the Federal Building Ap- 
propriation—Suit Against the R. & D, 
The supposed misappropriation of the funds 
given by the last congress for the completion 
and improvement of the Atlanta postoffice has 
been explained.

There was no misuse of the funds, as some of P 


the government officers thought, but simply a 


misunderstanding as to the original amount of 
the appropriation and the purpose for which 
it was intended. 

The amount of the appropriation to be used 
on the Atlanta postoffice was $9,000. This in- 
cluded the construction of the steam-heating 
apparatus for the federal building, and that’s 
where the misunderstanding arose. General 
Lewis, the postmaster, was under the im- 
pression that this amount was for the comple- 
tion and improvement of the postoffice, and 
that the steam heater was a separate and dis- 
tinct department. 

After the introduction of the bill Senator 
Coiquitt had it amended by the insertion of a 
clause making an appropriation of $6,000 for 
the putting in of an elevator. Atter the 
bill passed, and was sent to the 
treasury department a clerk discovered 
that a previous appropriation had been made 
for the elevator, and the elevator portion was 
stricken out. This left the full amount of the 
appropriation $9,000 for the completion and 
equipment of the postoftice and the construe- 
tion of the steam-heating apparatus. The 
amount of that sum consumed in building the 
steam heater left very little for the postoffice, 
consequently General Lewis found it nec 
to apply for an additional appropriation to 
complete the work on the postofiice. 

The G., C. and N. Mail Route. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern mail route 
was yesterday extended from Clinton, 8. C., to 
Athens, Ga. 

Some time ago Superintendent L. M. Terrell, of 
the railway mail service, made an inspection tour 
over the line, and selected such places as he 
thought it advisable to establish offices.

B. T. Alexander, a conductor on the 
East Tennessee, met with a horrible death 
last night. 

fie was pushed under the cars and in- 
stantly killed. 

His head was completely severed from 
his body, as he hung suspended from a 
trestle. 

The accident happened about 8 o’clock, 
at Atlanta junction, a small station twelve 
miles this side of Rome. Alexander was 
standing between two dars in the act of 
coupling them. The train backed very 
sudden!y and threw the man down. 

He was on a trestle, and fell 
through. 

Unfortunately, however, he was caught 
hanging by his head, and in an instant was 
decapitated by the moving train. 

His body fell through to the ground below 
and the sight was q most horrible one. 

As soon as the terrible accident was dis. 
covered, the trainmen quickly rushed to 
their fellow laborer. They were shooked at 
the fearful tragedy and were completely un- 
nerved at the sight. 

Alexander was taken up and his body 
placed on board a car and then sent to 
Chattanooga to be prepared for burial. 

The dead trainman had been in the em- 
ploy of the road for some time and has 
always been a faithful employe. At the 
time of his death he was freight conductor 
and had held that position for a long 
while. ” 

Alexander’s home was in Chattanooga, 
though he had a large number of acquaint- 
ances in Atlanta, often coming here on his 
trips. He was thirty-four years of age and 
leaves a wife and several children. 

The freight train that ran over him wag 
on its way to Atlanta.

Johnson is a young, desperate darky, and would 
undoubtedly have killed Marshal Profit had he 
not been felled by a bullet.

Admirable Soil in South Georgia for Its 
Cultivation. - 


THE NEWS OF THE DAY FROM MACON, 


The Widows of Nine Counties—Judge Mil- 
ler’s Dacision—General Gossip 
of the Day. 


— ee 


Macon, Ga., February 8.—[Specia!.]—Here 
is something that will be read with deep in-' 
terest by the people of Georgia, especially 
those who are interested in its agricultural 
wealth. After a thorough investigation into the 
character of the soil at various points along 
the Georgia Suuthern and Florida road, 
Messrs. Waters and Devenish, of the Modern 
Tobacco Barn Company, of Oxford, N.C., re- 
turned to Macon this morning. The trip, as 
faras tobacco culture in southern Georgia 
is concerned, was a inust successful one, and as 
a result over 250 acres will be planted at once 
under the direction of expert growers. To 
THE ConstirutTion Mr. Waters talked at 
length this morning upon the coming Georgia 
crop. The yentleman was enthusiastic in bis 
praises of south Georgia land, and is deter- 
mined to show his contidence in tobacco grow- 
ing on the (ieorgia Southern by several heavy 
investments. 

“T will stake my reputation,” said he, ‘‘that 
in less than three years, you will have in 
Macon one of the coming tobacco markets of 
the country. We found some of the finest 
tobacco lands in the country along the route 
and could have placed any numberof our 
barns, but refused all applications until the 
experiment has proven to be a success tn 6very 
weSuch soil as we saw will easily grow 1,000 
to 1,200 pounds of good tobacco for chewing 
and smoking purposes. In North Carolina 
the growers top the plant when 
it reaches twelve leaves. I[lere we can 
let it go to eighteen leaves and = save 
every leaf. We will build one of our 
barns at Cycloneta, three at Tifton, and 
at other points one or two for the present sea- 
son. We will start next week building and in 
ten days will have several experts bere to take 
charge of the various farms. Inall we will 
bring ten or twelve men from North Carolina. 
They will direct operations, attend to the 
planting, gathering and curing for market, so 
that no mistakes can be made and the crop 


laced in good shape before the buyers. 

. **At first, most of the tobacco from along the 
road will be shipped to Winston or Richmond, 
but by next season, the buyers will be om 
here, soasto get first picking. I am afrai 
that the growing of tobacco will be overdone 
this season and would advise all who intend 
to go into the business to be conservative until 
they get the necessary experience. Tifton and 
vicinity will have about one hundred and fifty 
acres, of which we will personally manage 
thirty acres of our own investment. By 
another season along the entire road will be 
scattered curing barns, and tobacco will be the 
king instead of cotton. Where North Carolina 
growers get 500 pounds tothe acre, Georgia 
growers will raise 1,000 pounds. The prospects 
are indeed flattering.” 

Mr. Devenish returned this mornfng over 
the road to secure additional inforination, 
while Mr. Waters goes tonight to North Caro- 
lina. 


WIDOWS OF NINE COUNTIES 


Receive Their Pension Money at the Cen- 
tral Georgia Bank. 


Macon, Ga., February 8.—[(Special.]— 
Twenty-one thousand and three hundred dol- 
lars have’ been placed - the state at 
the Central Georgia bank of Macon for 
the payment of pensions to the confed- 
erate widows of the following nine counties: 
Bibb, Jones, Twiggs, Upson, Wilkinson, 
Pulaski, Telfair, Houston and Talbot. 
widows receive from the ordinaries of their 
respective counties a check for the amount of 
the pensions, $100 each, and the checks are 
then cashed at the Central Georgia bank, the 
state depository for this section. In Bibb 
there are sixty-seven widows and they 
have all drawn their pensions, 4 
total of $6,700. Out of the 
twenty widows in Jones county, twelve 
have drawn their pensions. The widows of 
the other seven counties have not yot drawn 
their pensions, though the money is subject to 
call. No doubt when they read this they will 
begin to present their checks at the bank. [n 
the seven counties of Twiggs, Upson, Wilkin- 
son, Pulaski, Telfair, Houston and Talbot, 
there are 126 widows who will draw $12,600.

THE MEMPHIS AND CHARLESTON. 


Its Relations with the East Tennessee Sug- 
gest a Case Nearer Home. 

The Memphis and Charleston minority stock- 

holders are deeply interested in the forthcoming 


report of the Richmond Terminal’s reorganization 
committee, 


rhe best guessers in Wall street believe that the 
Olcott committee will recommend a plan which 
will embrace the East Tennessee and include it in 
the reorganization of the Terminal’s properties. 
Now the East Tennessee owns just a little more 
than one-half of the Memphis and Charleston 
Stock —$2,656,525 of the $5,312,725. For five years 
the minority stockholders have been fighting to 
get out of the clutches of the East Tennessee. The 
only prospect of getting a settlement is through 
a& consideration of all the properties or the pur- 
chase of the minority stock by the East Tennessee, 

Last year the East Tennessee offered to buy out 
the minority holders at 80, giving Memphis and 
Charleston five-per-cent-bonds guaranteed by the 
East Tennessee at 9254. Before the deal was car- 
ried through the Terminal got in financial trouble 
and the matter was dropped. | 

The courts of Alabama and Tennessee have 
seemed inclined to protect the minority, but the 
chancellor is still holding his decision in a suit 
argued in Alabama last year. The East .Ten- 
nessee’s lease of the Memphis and Charleston to 
itself after the manner of the Central’s lease to 
the Georgia Pacific by the Terminal, was set aside 
by the courts, but the Kast Tennessee had put in 
its own board of directors and they are holding 
over, the minority having caught themselves by 
wage a temporary injunction restraining the 
— Tennessee from voting its stock at an elec- 

An interesting article in The New York Com- 
mercial Bulletin on the relations between the 
Memphis and Charlestow and the East Tennessee 
will suggest to the Georgia reader some coimpar- 
isons with the Georgia Pacific and the Central of 
Georgia. Here isan extract from The Bulletin’s 
articie: 

“The minority Memphis and Charleston stock- 
holders make numeroas charges of unjust man- 
arement against the East Tennessee party, and 
claim that the position of the property is such 
that it should furnish more tavorable results 
from operation. Tie Memphis and Charleston 
management does not keep any account of con- 
struction and betterments, which since the East 
Tennessee had control have been very heavy. 
All expenditures for additions to the company’s 
property are generally charged directly to oper- 
ating expenses, and must be made out of earn- 
Ings, as no special fund has been provided for 
that purpose. The last annual report of the East 
lennessee, however, has an item of $110,025 due 
by the Memphis and Charleston company for ad- 
vances nade. The Memphis and Charieston’s an- 
nual report for the same period, however, has no 
reference to this advance; in fact, it shows cash 
on hand, $23,756; material on hand, $104,058, and 
about one hundred and seventy thousand dollars 
of other cash items under operating assets. Under 
operating iiabilities are stated ills payable, 
$170,000, which probably offset the amount 
charged up for material. It would seem 
that an east Tennessee advance not 
specified inthe Memphis and Charleston report 
must have been atemporary loan for Memphis and 
Charleston interest payable July Ist, but such a 
Statement cannot be definitely made. Among the 
charges made against the East Tennessee manage- 
ment 18s understood to be one to the effect that the 
division of through freight rate with the East 
Tennessee on some classes of business is too favor- 
able for the Tennessee road, but, of course, such 
details are not available to any but East Tennessee 
officials. The operating expenses of the Memphis 
and Charleston road have averages of late years 
nearly 70 per cent (in 1891 they were 70.82 per cent), 
whereas the percentage of expenses on the East 
Tennessee system proper is only 65 per cent.

“What Is the Matter With Cleveland.” 

Editor Watterson, a few days ago, in his 

iight and breezy style—a style that causes 

‘ the newspaper business to bump its head 

against the lamp posts of literature—made a 

very interesting inquiry. ‘‘What,”’ said he, 

is the matter with Cleveland?’ We do 

not know whether this was intended to be a 

keynote or a conundrum, but it is certainly 

an inquiry that deserves to be studied at 
this time, especially by the democrats of the 
south, who are more keenly interested in the 
success of the democratic party than the 
_ people of any other section. In other parts 
of the country the democrats see in the suc- 
cess of their party the fruits of tariff reform, 
financia! relief and an honest and economical 
administration of the government; but in 
‘the south the democrats see all this and 
something more besides, They see the 
safety of their social organization and free- 
dom from the evil effects of such extra- 
constitutional legislation as the force bill. 

For this and other reasons the south is more 

seriously interested in democratic success 
than any other section; and, because of this 

_ interest, Editor Watterson’s conundrum has 
more serious suggestions than he intended it 
should have, 

For, just at this particular time, the demo- 
crats of the south would like very much to 

“know what is the matter with Mr. Cleve- 
land. They are anxious to know why he 
permits his name and whatever infilnence he 
may have to be employed inan attack ona 
democratic organization, the stability and 
unity of which is absolutely essential to 
democratic success. They are not at all 
concerned for the democratic organization, 
for that, guided by the inflexible and invin- 
cible David Bennett Hill, is secure against 
the attacks of weak-minded mugwumps and 
weak-kneed democrats; but they would 
like to know why Mr, Cleveland permits his 
name to be used as the leader of this attempt 
to batter down the democratic organization. 
In other words, the playful conundrum of 
Editor Watterson, ‘‘What is the matter with - 
Cleveland?’’ assumes the shape of a momen- 
tous inquiry. When Pearson, an active re- 
publican partisan, was retained as _post- 
master of New York city, with all the power- 
ful machinery of the office under his control, 
thoughtful democrats were inclined to in- 
quire, ‘‘What is the matter with Cleve- 
land?”’ When, during the campaign of 1888, 
Mr. Blaine, thundering before a New York 
audience, declared that the administration 
~ had either failed to find republican rascals to 

turn out, or honest democrats to put in 
office—basing his declaration on the fact 
that a democratic president had retained 74 
per cent of the partisan republicans found in 
office—thoughtful democrats asked each 
other, ‘‘What is the matter with Cleve- 
Jand?’’ When the collapse came, when it 
was found that the democratic candidate 
had not only failed to carry his own state, 
but had been defeated in his own town and 
county, the inquiry became more pertinent 
still—‘*‘What is the matter with Cleve- 
land?”’ 

And now it has become momentous. In 
the state of New York, where democratic 
success is absolutely essential to the suc- 
cess of the party in the national 
campaign, we see an association of mug- 

- wulmps and democrats who have grown gray 
in their efforts to betray the party engaged 
in an effort to break down the democratic 
organization, urging as the basis of their 
sinister movement a mere question of ex- 
pediency—a question whether the state con- 
vention of the party shall be held on the 22d 
of February or later. On this question of 
simple expediency, the views of one demo- 
crat are as important as those of another, 
and there is room only for a friendly differ 

_ ence of opinion. This is the whole point in 
dispute. There is nota flaw in the method 
by which the convention has been called; 
its regularity is unquestioned; and yet, in 
the face of these facts we see the friends of 
Mr. Cleveland organizing a bolt for the pur- 
pose of splitting and disorganizing the party. 
We trust the democrats of Georgia and of 
the south clearly understand the meaning of 
this movement. If itis successful it means 
the defeat of the party in New York and 
throughout the country; and if it fails, the 
failure will not be due to the lack of any 
effort on the part of the Cleveland con- 
tingent. 

We ask the democrats of Georgia to seri- 
ously consider this situation. All that there 
is of Clevelandism in Mr. Cleveland’s own 
state is concentrated in a movement to dis- 
organize and defeat the democratic party. 
The proposition is to hold a bolting conven- 
tion and send Cleveland delegates to the 
national convention with the firm expecta- 
tion and belief that the representatives of 
the party there assembled will ignore the 
democratic organization of New York, take 
up thename of Mr. Cleveland, and turn the 
whole business into a stupid and an expen- 
sive farce, which can only end in inevitable 
defeat. Is this the ‘‘spontaneous, popular 
upheaval’’ which we have been told was to 
make Mr. Cleveland the candidate of his 
party ? Think of it! The mugwumps and 
political vagabonds of New York stute trying 
to disorganize the democratic party on a 
question of expediency—the date of holding 
a convention!

The Supporters of Grover Cleveland in 
Atlanta Organize a Club 


AT THE COURTHOUSE LAST NIGHT. 


They Were Disappointed with the Attend- 
ance, but Organized Just the Same. 
The Officers, 


A Cleveland Club was organized by tho sup- 
porters of ex-President Cleveland at the court- 
house last night. 

The meeting was advertised to begin at 7 :30 
o'clock, but, owing to the failure of an audi- 
ence to appear, it was five minutes past 8 
when various knockings on the floor caused 
the hum of conversation to cease, and a look 


of attention to overspread the faces of the au-_ 


dience. 

At that time about half the seats in the 
basement were filled up, the front ones being 
taken by the leading supporters of Mr. Cleve- 
land, and many of the rear being taken up by 
gentlemen who had dropped in out of curiosity. 
A fair estimate of the size of the crowd would 
inake it from two hundred and fifty to three 
hundred and fifty people. Among these 


were undoubtedly a good many 
Hill men and many others who, 
without having distinct preferences for 


any one candidate at this time, take the 
ground that the doubtful states must decide 
the question, and that the wishes of New York 
should be deferred to. It was noticeable that 
there was alarge portion of the audience, 
possibly half, that did not participate in the 
applause. 
Temporary Organization. 

Mr. George M. Traylor moved that Mr. 
George Hillyer be made temporary chairman. 
The motion was carried, and Judge Hillyer 
ascended the stand. 

“If I were asked,”’ said he, ‘‘why Iam for 
Cleveland, I would say because of his honesty, 
his courage and his transcendent ability.

Ex-Governor Porter and R. R. Shiel, 
Both Leading Indiana Republicans, 
Talk—Harrison Airaid of Hill, 


Ex-Governor Albert G. Porter, of Indiana, 
the present United States minister to Italy, 
arrivedin Atlanta yesterday and is at the 
Kimball. Heis accompanied by Mr. R. R, 
Shiel, who is one of Indiana’s best republican 
politicians, and by Mr. Richards, business 
manager of The Indianapolis Evening News. 
These gentlemen have been making a tour of 
the south in a private car. They have visited 
Nashville, Birmingham, Montgomery, Mobile, 
St. Augustine and Savannah. 

Ex-Governor Porter held the executive 
chair of Indiana frorn 1881 to 1884. He had 
previously been comptroller of the United 
States treasury and law partner of President

Within the past few weeks there has been a decided 
advance in Thomson-Houston and Edison General 
Electric shares, and it is now said that plans for con- 
solidating these two gigantic corporations have been 
agreed on, the forma! consolidation to take place at an 
early day. 


It is said that Mr. Villard, now president of the Edi- 
son Company, will retire and Mr. Coffin, now vice 
president of the Thomeon-Houston Company, will be 
made president of the consolidated company. 


The decision of our state railroad commission, pub- 
lished last Saturday morning, is of great importance 
to independent lines and to their patrons because it 
requires all freight tendered at junction points to be 
accepted and promptly handled. 


The decision goes further and forbids discriminating 
rates to be made against competing roads, this clause 
having special application to short lines reaching com- 
petitive points. 


For two or three months the Central has refused, I

CHICAGO, February 8.—The speculative markets are 
becoming quite interesting. The cables reported 
wheat generally lower in most of the foreign markets. 

There was some liberal buying around 9$le the early 
part of the session. Later reports of large stocks in 
Paris and liberal selling orders by New York specula- 
tors caused rather a weak feeling and a decline to 
about 90\5c. Later cables reported firmer prices in Ber- 
lin owing to the report that Russia was tuying wheat 
and importing it over the German frontier. Reports 
stated that 40 per cent of the French crop would have 
to be resown. These conditions changed the feature of 
our market from a weak to a very strong one; closing 
about ‘4c bid above Saturday’s close. The weak feel- 
ing which prevailed in wheat about the opening en- 
tered into the corn pit, but it seems to require more 
than sentiment to depress prices apd it very soon cut 
loose from wheat and became very strong, 

There seems to be some good local speculators who 
believe in corn and oats and continue to buy heavily 
on all the weak spot. While we favor the long side of 
May corn and oats, we would advise caution in buying 
on thespot for fear that the advance wiil start re- 
ceipts and the indications are that it will grade a little 
better, thus causing a slight reaction, Keceivers re- 
ceived notice today of quite liberal shipments, so it is 
quite probable that the receipts the latter part of the 
week will be somewhat larger. 

The provision market seems to have absorbed all the 
offerings of last week of some of the large speculators, 
and still continues very atrong.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, February 8.—The stock market today 
was more active than any day for years, and we mast 
go back to the panic of 1886 for a parallel to the enor- 
mous business transacted in both stocks and bonds at 
the stock exchange today. Coal stocks were again 
a great feature of today, and unprecedented activity 
in Reading was not only maintained but surpassed, 
the transactions in that stock being the largest ever 
known on exchange. The late strength developed in 
Anthracite properties was fully maintained, and 
heavy advances were scored in all of them. For some 
time this morning there was nothing in the market 
but Coal] stocks and Erie, while the latter was also 
heavily in demand, on the theory that anything which 
helped the coal trade would be of benefit to Erie. 
The transactions in these stocks were more than half 
of the total business of the day. The improvement in 
values was extremely sharp in early trading, but with 
diminution of enormous trading prices became more 
settled, while the best prices were not reached till 
the last hour. There were frequent fluctuations in 
the downward direction. The extreme advance in 
Lackawanna reached 6's‘per cent, in Jersey Central 
t'4, and in Reading 4% per cent, Delaware and Hud- 
son being more moderate in its changes, while Erie 
rose 244 percent. The strength in coal stocks did not 
affect the rest of the list to any appreciable extent 
during the early trading, and the bears and traders 
were still disposed to hammer the general list as 
usual, andin Union Pacific over 1 per cent was lost 
before a stimulus reached the rest of the list. Steady 
and unprecedented gains, however, made shorts un- 
easy, andas the morning wore away more attention 
was paid to Grangers, Louisville and Nashville, aud 
Northern Pacific preferred, as well as to low-priced 
specialties, and prices began to rise,and before the close 
of business early losses had not only been recovered, 
but material amounts in addition, Burlington, North- 
ern Pacific preferred, Union Pacific and some others 
being, by turns, remarkable for the advances made. 
There was a sharp reaction in Coaiers in the last few 
minutes, but while Lackawanna dropped from 1.59 to 
1.57 it closed at 1.58, with others in proportion.

Minent it is necessary for the faithful and efhcient 
execution of the schoollaws witb that uniforniity 
Minithe system required by the constitution, andjin 
the interest of economy in time, labor and ex- 
Mypense in this department, that the eXamination 
and election of all the county school commission- 
prs of the state should be held on the same day. 

For the reasons above stated, I hereby designate 
nd set apart Thursday, 10th of March next, as the 

lay forthe examination and election of county 
school commissioners throughout the state. 

While it is not the province of the department 
of education to judge ot the eligiblity or qualifi- 

ations of applicants for the office of county 

‘hool commissioner, yet it is proper that Ishould 
meall the attention of the boards of education to the 
aereat importance of filling this responsible office. 

Too much stress cannot be placed upon the duty 
of taking into consideration, in addition to the 
tisfactory examination of the applicants, their 

‘moral character, business qualifications and 

pneral availability.” 

The law makes tie following requirements: 

Applicants must be citizens of the county—not, 
pecessarily, freeholders. 

The examination must be satisfactory—satis- 
factory to the board. 

It is not a com petitive examination.

The County Commissioners Met and Con- 
sidered It Yesterday. 


THE BIDS WERE ALL OPENED, 


And After Some Discussion, Were Turned 
Overto Mr. R. M. Clayton, Who 
Will Act on Them. 


The county commissioners have been dream- 
ing of drawing a mapof Fulton county fora 
long time. 

They have put their heads together time 
and time again to devise some scheme by 
which to see a realization of their dreams. 

Yesterday a special called meeting of the 
comuwissionuers was held, and all of the mem- 
bers of the board were present. 

The county map was the subject matter 
under consideration. 

At the regular meeting of the board on 
Wednesday jast the matter of letting out the 
contract forthe completion of the map was 
deferred until yesterday. 

It will be remembered that work on the 
map has been going on foraspace of nearly 
two years. County Engineer Baylor had the 
work in hand, and was well paid for his 
services. He progressed.very slowly with the 
map, however—too siowly for the commis- 
sioners, and at the regular January meeting of 
the board he was called in and asked about 
the map. He replied that he was at work on 
it, and would complete it us soon as possible. 

A number of other questions were asked, 
and as the replies were not entirely satisfac- 
tory, @ motion was made and carried that Mr, 
Baylor’s services be dispensed with. 

Since then the work on the new county map 
has been at a standstill, but the commissioners 
have been very eager to have it begun again. 

They; decided to let thecontract for the com- 
pletion of the map to someengineer. Bids 
were advertised for, and at yesterday’s meet- 
ing a number were received and opened. 

The bids opened were as follows: M. F. Sul- 
livan, $500: Henry T. McDaniel, $300; 
Charles L. Roberts, $775; E. B. Latham, 
$750; Davis, Edward & Krug, $1,650. 

These bidders proposed to take up the 
work on the nap as it now is, and complete 
it for the sum named in the bids. 

V. H. Krigshober proposes to take up the 
work and carry it to completion for $8 per 
day. J. F. McPherson proposes to do the 
work for $5 per day. 

Messrs. Davis, Edward & . Krug 
propose to finish the county map, make a map 
of Atlanta and vicinity on a scale of 400 feet 
per inch anda wall map on a scale of one- 
fourth of a mile per inch, for $1,650.
